Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 10-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
directed towards a process for producing a composition comprising a polyether polymer, 
an insoluble antioxidant and a soluble stabilizer, where the solubility is measured in an 
aliphatic hydrophobic solvent. Claims 5 and 6 are directed towards compositions made 
from this process and having specific properties. The prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest the claimed combination of a polyether polymer, an insoluble antioxidant and 
a soluble stabilizer. 

Miura et al. (US Pat. 5,968,681) teaches the claimed slurry method for producing 
polyether particles, but is silent towards stabilizers and antioxidants. Ba Le et al. (US 
Pat. 6,673,273) teaches adding an antioxidant to a polyether (13:45-58). However, the 
list of antioxidants includes both soluble and insoluble compounds. Ohtsuka et al. (US 
Pat. 5,840,809) teaches adding as stabilizer to a polyether polymer (9:1-47). This list 
also includes both soluble and insoluble compounds. The prior art of record does not 
sufficiently distinguish between soluble and insoluble compounds in a manner that 
would motivate a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
choose an insoluble antioxidant and a soluble stabilizer, absent impermissible hindsight. 

Additionally, the original specification establishes the criticality of using the 
insoluble antioxidant and a soluble stabilizer in terms of reduced viscosity and gel 
content (See tables 1 and 2 and Example 7). 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
